KAMPALA, — The leader of Uganda's new military government yes- 
terday said troops from neighbouring Tanzania were preparing to in- 
vade Uganda on orders from ousted President Milton Obote. : 


Tanzania's president Julius Nye- 
rere, whose Government. has gran- 
ted political asylum to the 48-year- 
old Obote, cut short a visit to India 
and flew home last night. 

Maj.-Gen. Idi Amin said he had 
“just received intelligence reports 
that Tanzanian troops are preparing 
with modern Chinese weapons, re- 
quested by Dr. Milton Obote, to come 
to attack Uganda. I received the 
message this morning and I am now 
preparing to welcome them here,” 
he said. “I am not afraid.”

TEL AVIV. — Reports that the 
Egyptian army hag moved into 2 
full alert were not borne out by 
eye-witness reports from the Canal 
yesterday. Egyptian soldiers were 
stil seen strolling around in the 
open, without weapons and not even 
catrying steel helmets, 


There were no visible changes in 
Egyptian behaviour patterns of re- 
cent weeks. 


‘Milltary observers here, however, 
see some significance in the increas- 
ed activity on the Syrian frontier 
during the past few days. There 
were exchanges “With terrorists on 
three consecutive days this week. 


Yesterday morning a bazooka shell 
was fired at an army outpost on 
the Golan Heights. Later in the 
morning another outpost, in the Re-~ 
mat Shalom area, came under pro- 
tracted terrorist mortar fire. 

Since the Syrians are known to 
exercise strict control over the ter- 
rorists operating op their territory, 
it ts assumed here that, for reasons 
not fully understood here, the Syr- 
fang have authorised the gangs to 
step up fire across the Israeli Hnes.

Diplomats predict that 
U Thant will probably issue some 
kind of sppeal for a cease-fire ex- 
tension to make thinga easier for 
Catro. 

FRANCO-SOVIET ‘STAND 

The Soviets and French are still 
said to be intent on involving the 
Big Four in more substantial action 
in order to impose a settlement. But 
U.S. opposition has made these 
meetings largely irrelevant, and they 
serve only as 8. shadowy off-stage 
in different ways, to Israel 
and the Arabs. 

The Big Four deadiock also em- 
braces substantial issues like with- 
drawal, the nature of 64 peace ag- 
reement, and the refugees, Because 
of this deadlock, the Four at one 
point focussed on the question of 
international guarantees and a 
peace-keeping force. “It waa the 
only point on which any kind of 
convergence was possible.” one dip- 
Jomat said in explaining the emer- 
gence of the guarantee proposal. 

This wrong-footed origin of the 
proposal compromises to some deg- 
ree its seriousness, in the view of 
observers. However, the willingness 
of U.S. spokesman to make some 
favourable . comment, followed by 
favourable editorials in the major 
U.S. papers, has given it public bal- 
last. 

It is also agreed that the propo- 
sal is at present largely academic, 
especially in view of the declared 
U.S. position that guarantees can 


only supplement but not substitute _ 


agreement between the parties.

Diplomatic aources yesterday con- 
firmed 8, report in the “Washington 
Post’ that the president of the 
Security Counc, Ambassador Sir 
Colin Crowe of Britain, tried on 
Monday ewening to dissuade the 
Jordanian envoy, Mohammed eéi- 
Farra, from requesting that the pro- 
posals be circulated as an official 
Council document. However, Mr. 
Farra replied that the document had 
already been given to the press. 


It is understood the Jordanians 
gave a copy of the text to the 
“New York Times” and dictated the 
‘wo! by phone to Reuter and 
the Associated Press. 


This selective procedure angered 
other papers and agencies, prompt- 
ing them to note, with greater em- 
phasis than heretofore, thet such 
publicity is endangering the Jar- 
Ting talks.

-Apollo men 
train for 
emergencies 


CAPE EKXINNEDY, Florida (AP). — 
The Apolio 14 astronauts climbed 
into spaceship trainerd yesterday 
for a stern test of how they would 
react to possible emergencies on the 
meon journey which starts Sunday. 

Alan Shepard Jr. and Bdgerd 
Mitchell worked In the Junar mo- 
dule simulator and Stuart Roosa 
ia the command ship trainer. 

The plan for the lengthy exercise 
called for Mission Control Centre 
in Houston to advise them to run 
through a certain phase. of the 
flight, such as lunar descent or 
Uft-off. The controllers would then 
simulate a maifunction of a system 
aboard either or both craft and eva- 
luate how well the astronauts take 
corrective action. . 


Later in the day, the spacemen 
were to be briefed by engincers 
on modifications made to the Sa- 
turn 5 rocket and the spaceships. 
Mr. Roosa planned to make pro- 
ficiency flying runs in a 38 jet 
plane at nearby Patrick Air Force 
Base. 


The controllers will probably have 
trouble fooling the astronauts with 
emergency simulations. They have 
iad more training than any pre- 
vious Apollo crews, especiaily on 
trouble procedures.

But 
these two cases were. the first in 
which direct physical force was 
used to try to prevent a meeting. 


FASHIONABLE BOULEVARD 


Mr. Peipert’s meeting was on 
Kalinin Prospect, the city’s show- 
case boulevard, Uned with sleek, 
modern buildings, shops, restaurants 
and theatres. A taxi driver and 
passersby ignored the commotion 
and Mr. Peipert’s shouts for police. 
Mr. Peipert and the Russian broke 
away and reached the correspon- 
dent's car. The agents chased 
them, kicked and beat the Russian 
‘and struck Mr. Peipert several 
times, breaking his ‘glasses.

OPPRESSIVE, says U.S. SURVEY 


Gen. Clay sees danger also in Egypt, Iraq, Libya 


NEW YORK. — A survey of the conditions affect- 
ing Jews in several Arab countries, issued here 
on Tuesday by General Lucius D. Clay, Chairman 
of the Committee of Concern, finds the situation 
of Jews in Syria as oppressive as ever, while that 
of Jews in Egypt, Iraq and Libya, though some- 
what Improved, continues to be precarious. 

The report, made public on the second anniver- 
sary of the hanging of Jews in Baghdad by the 
Iragi military regime, was Issued as part of a 
worldwide marking of the anniversary by the In- 
ternational Conference for the Deliverance of Jews 
in the Middle East. Mr. Alain Poher, President of 
the French Senate, heads the ‘International Con- 
ference, while General. Clay, successor to General 
Eisenhower as, head of the American military 
forces in Europe after the Second World War, heads 
the American Committee of Concern. 


“While there are signs of hope, there remains 
much to be done to alleviate the plight of these 
small minorities who are the innocent victims of 
the ideological tensions and poHtical conflicts ‘in 
this turbulent region,” said retired General Clay. 
He reported that the 4,000 Jews in Syria must 
carry special identity cards, are barred from many 
jobs, are subject to curfews, cannot travel more 
than 2% miles from their homes, and cannot emi- 


grate. However, he said, the new Syrian regime 
may include Jewa in its announced policy of easing 
restrictions. 


The Committee said it found little substance to 
promises by the ‘ragi Government to treat Jews 
better. It said more than 1,800 Iraqi Jews appled 
for emigration in 1969, but that only about a dozen 
elderly persons have been permitted to leave. About 
90 Jews remain in Libya and they are still pre- 
vented by the Government from ieaving, the report 
said. About 700 Jews remain in Hgypt, where some 
progress has been made. The Committee noted the 
Government had released the 80 remaining Jewish 
prisoners jailed since the outbreak of the Six Day 
War, but had reguired them to renounce Egyptian 
citizenship, agree to leave Egypt, and surrender 
their property to Government confiscation. 


In transmitting the report to Mr. Poher, General 
Clay expressed the hope that “our efforts and those 
of likeminded groups throughout the civilised world 
will arouse the conscience of mankind. I also trust 
the outcry of world opinion will soon lead to 
further practical measures to restore fundamental 
human rights and to permit the free emigration of © 
Jews from all countries which now deny these 
rights.” : :

TEL AVIV. — There is no question 
as to which is this week-end's 
“match of the day.” Indeed, con- 
sidering what is at stake, the clash 
between National League leaders 
Netanya Maccabi and their closest 
challengers, Tel Aviv Hapoet, is 
the match of the season.

Oren Moushine 


B= Oren, built in memory of 
Oren Moushive, who fell in the 
Six Day War, will be formally 
opened in Tel Aviv this afternoon. 
The buikling is a youth club, con- 
structed in the problem-ridden 
Nevei Sharett quarter. Oren's father, 
David Moushine, recalls: “When my 
son saw a youth club constructed 
in Zshala, he wrote a letter of 
protest, published in ‘Ha'aretz,’ 
because he sensed that the need 
was greater in Nevei Sharett near 
the site of the old ma’abara Yad 
Ha’Maavir. 

“Oren believed in working with 
under-privileged youth, and joined 
the Noar ie’Noar movement for 
that purpose.” He was a Segen- 
Mishne in the parachutists, and was 
killed during the oecupation of Khan 
Yunis. 

‘The family decided to put Oren’s 
idea to execution. The Tel Aviv 
(Municipality agreed to supply the 
land free and finance half the 
costs, which turned out to be 
‘IL400,000 in all. A public com- 
mittee was set up comprising Ora 
Namir, Ruth Dayan, Haim Herzog; 
two members of the municipality, 
Yitzhak Oren and Avigdor Pugat- 
shov, and members of the Moushine 
family. : 

Contributions came from all quar- 
ters, often in kind ‘(like cement and 
other building materials, offered 
as a donation). The ‘architects, 
Gideon and Tove Ziv, and engineers 
worked without a fee. The Variety 
Club made a gift for sports equip- 
ment. 

Oren's mother, Doris Moushine, will 
cut the ribbon at today's ceremony. 
The family intend to go on work- 
ing for the improvement of Beit 
Oren.

Rafael denies. resignation

τ The Director-General of the For- 
eign Ministry, Mr. Gideon Rafael, 
yesterday firmly dénied press re- 
that. he had submit- 
ignation to Foreign Min- 


ister Abba Eban. But he declined to 


comment on reports that relations 
between him and Mr. Eban had re- 
cently become tense. 

‘Mr. Eban also denied the report 
yesterday, in a television 
interview to be relayed this evening 
that there was “no basis for the 
rumours.” 

‘Rumours of such tension and of 
the possibility of Mr. Refael’s re- 
signation have been rife in Jerusa- 
lem for almost two weeks. They 
came to a head. after Tuesday's 
night’s Alignment Knesset faction 
meeting, when a number of leading 


Knesset Members discussed the issue 
openly and even mentioned possible - 


successors to Mr. Rafael. - 

One of the main issues which are 
reported to have récently marred 
relations between the Minister and 
his Director-General is the fact that 
Mr. Rafael is not always invited to 
take part in discussions and deci- 
sions connected with the current 
Jarring talka. The Prime” Minister 


herself has .taken charge of all- 


reEarding the Terring mission, and, 
Tegarding the J. A 
in addition to Mr. Eban, the Foreign 
Ministry's Assistant Director-Gene- 


ral, Mr. Mordechai Gazit, is coordi- 
nating all these activities. 

Mr. Rafsel is reported to have 
complained: to Mr. Eiban about this 
situation, implying that he may have 
to draw the necessary conclusions 
unless things change. The first seri- 
ous friction occurred three weeks 
ago, when Mr. Rafael thought it un- 
necessary for U.N. Ambassador Yo- 
sef Tekoah to come to Jerusalem 
together with Dr. Jarring. The mat- 
ter had to be brought for final deci- 
sion to Mrs. Meir, who ruled that 
Mr. Tekoah should attend the talks 
in Jerusalem with the U.N. envoy.
